. v ' * “ • b, Subject stated he had a number of matte^^to^dis^as. before his 
return to New York, However, since* he had planned' to meet r with someone in 
the State Deparlaent and wanted time to arrange for the;meeting, it was 
decided to meet with Subject in his hotel room later in. the afternoon to > 
complete discussions. The meeting was ^terminated approximately 1320 hours.

hks given the inpression of being very neat, conpoeed and methodical. 
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a, . Subject asked about what "personal protection" would be given 
him or a candidate in the event an AERJgADY candidate in training . * 
talked out of turn, perhaps while under the influence*' of liquor, and 
inadvertently exposedthe activity* 

Answer: by C 3 There could be no guarantee of 

"personal protection"; The Secrecy Agreement makes the candidate 
personally liable under the espionage laws and each candidate would

-?• During the course of the afternoon meeting, Subject received a 
telephone call from, someone in the State Department and made arrangements to 
meet with the man on Friday at 1500 hours* The undersigned told Subject he ‘. 
could not possibly keep the engaganent because he would not be free from the 
assessment schedule until about 1600 hours"' or later and suggested that 
Subject telephone back and change the. appointment. Subject telephoned back 
and the app ointment .was changed to 1630 on Thursday, Therefore, the meeting 
with Subject was terminated arjd arrangements made for the undersigned* to meet 
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in hia. roan on Friday morning at approximately 1000 hours, 

to arrive some time later, as soon as be was free from' another engagement.

8* On Friday, 12 July, the undersigned met Subject in his hotel room 
‘ \ at 1010 hours • The first business discussed was the package program. t . . 

Subject was told that the names of addressees and addres sore submitted by.i' : 

. him had been checked and that he could start making up the parcels for mailing* 
Subject came prepared to discuss this progx^.ax^ bright along a statement 
showing detailed costs of a personal package he had mailed to his father* 

He told the undersigned that approximately $100-1125*00 would be needed' to 
assemble one parcel (which is similar to the original estimate made by ^ 
the AHUSSCWARIES for their parcfela)* It was decided that a maximum of 
2 packages would be mailed to any -one individual in one year, nils will 
. allow time for. acknowledgement of the packages and exchange of correspondence. 

. Subject wanted to know what to discuss in the correspondence with reference 
. to these, pare els* The undersigned told him that the letters were to contain 
only family and friendly conversation and that nothing else is to be discussed 
In them unless q>eclfic Instructions ars received from the undersigned or 
M. Romankiw. The ^dersigned asked Subject to tell her exactly what he had . 
told the individual's whose names were to be used as addressors. Subject 
stated that the individuals chosen were old and. trusted personal friends , 
and trusted ABCAKBXSTA-1 adherents . They were told by him that the contents 
of the parcels would be paid for by the AfcCAMBISTA organisation as they 
were being sent with future interests in mind; . They also were told that • ■ • * 
revelation of this arrangement would bring serious consequences to , both the 
individual and Aj£AKBI$TA-l. Subject is going to start with. 2 parcels. 

• The undersigned promised to deliver about $300*00 to him in a 1 week or 10 days, 
as Subject needs the money before he can .start. 

5* C 3 arrived at 10^5 hours, . Subject stressed concern 

regarding the salary that would be paid to him. It. was Ms understanding 
that he was to receive about $200.00 per month. and stated that this money 
was not to be used by him personally but was to r be turned over to ARCiHBISTA-1. 
The undersigned told him that although $200.00 had been mentioned in the

/ Subject agreed to this and. stated he wo\il^accept"whatever it was, agreed to 
pay him* Subject wanted to know how his /alary would be accounted for on the 
books and whether he would have to pay ome tax on r the . amount r ec eived . 

He felt, the money should be shown as received by ABCAHBfSTA-1 and not by him. 
Subject elated that last year his income, together, . with. .that' of his wife,: 
came to- a; total of approximately $9,000 and that this, year it probably would 
amount to $10,000. He was concerned about having to pay a filgh tax. 

^explained that, so far as we were concerned, the money was being 
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paid to.’ Mm. for his personal services and ^ he. wished t6 * turn it over to 
AECAMBISTA-1, he was free tff so do. However , thp Agency could not pay his 
salary to the organisation; because the Agency then would be accused; of 
supporting the organisation. Subject then stated that he personally did<^ 
not. care whether or not he was paid for his services, that; he is working 
for patriotic ;reasons ... However, ASCAMBISTA-1 was in need of money , in. order, 
to continue its activities and,, therefore, it was iraportant that. he. get ; ^ 
the money to turn over, to the organisation*/; Heathen shted that r perhaps if 
the salary were increased by about $50.00 the difference would take care of 
the higher income tax he would h*vito pay, X J dated he- would check , 
to see what arrangements could be' made. Subject was told that the finance 
department would be consulted and 11 he would-be advised how to report his 
salary dh his statement of erotfSga. '

sent only to the area of him&irth In time of an emergency, and that the ; 
candidate signs a Secrecy^^eement oromisihg not to disclose any information 
about the training activities. . 1 C JJ :told Subject that the candidates'' 
are ; trained in technics^ aspects only, that (political aspects , would be covered 
at the time of an emergency. Subject wanted to know whether any. member of . 
the AHXAKBISTA-1 orgsftiaation would have opportunity to talk to the Byelorussian 
candidates to 'brief* them, on political aspects before they are .sent .anyplace in - . 
event of an emergency* Jstated this would be permissible, but that 

the individual would have w ue given a clearance before he would be permitted 
to talk to the candidatee as a 1 group* 1 v . \

. him. Subject submitted the names of 2 additional candidates for the AJEREADX 
program! i.e., BHRZ, Aleksander and JANCWICZ, Bill, which names were turned 
in to A&R on 12 July. 

.12. Subject was asked to elaborate on the letter he spoke of regarding 
: hie ?plan". He told about the letlw received by a frimd of his in the*; 
-Argentihe^fx^bm-his -brother in-Pol^d-*(hereina^ who’ is an ■ official:" ; 

in the Polish Government. Mr • X states that he r wishes to visit with his , 
bro.ther in Argentina but he does not have the money to pay for thei trip and 
has asked his brother to help him. The man in Argentina is not in a financial 
position to pay for his brother* s visit and had writteri a letter to Subject 
. ..telling about the. wishes of his brother and requesting financial aid. 

The letter outlines the benefits to be derived from Mr. I*s. visit. Mr* X, 
because of his position (not stated) is free to travel about in the Soviet 
Union. .Last year he traveled to Minsk and Moscow and other points, and even 
arranged to bring his mother and father from Byelorussia into Poland where
